Confidential Adi Advices Say

LONDON, May 22—Diplomatic 
sources sa'd today that confiden- 
tial advices indicated Germany 
may strike at England within 10 
days or two weeks and possibly 
even sooner. 

They believed the German blow 
will come quickly to hit Britain, if 
possible, before the nation has time 
to complete preparations against in- 
vasion. 

But with the spectre of invasion 
closer than at any time since Na- 
poleon massed his forces at Bou- 
logne in 1805, Britain was rallying 


.as never before. 


PLAN OF ATTACK 

The plan of the German attack 
was expected to follow the general 
lines of the assault en the low 
eountries and Norway. Ficets of 
bombers would be sent over Eng- 
land. Simultaneously, an attempt 
might. be made to filter troop trans- 
ports: through the British blockade 
to isolated coastal points. 

Following or possibly accompany- 
ing the first wave of bombers, would 
be a’ mass of German plane trans- 
ports. German air forces, it was 
thought, will make every effort to 
seize several British air fields with 
parachutists and troops brought ky 
transport planes. Once landing 
bases are established, transport 
planes would shuttle back and forth 
pouring German troops into Eng- 
land as rapidly as possible, 

SOME NEW WEAPON 

Officials point out that each at- 
tack by Germany has revealed some 
new weapon or new fighting tech- 
nique. In Poland it was high- 
explosive bombs of terrific force 
and armored columns. In Norway it 
was the fifth column. In the low 
countries it was parachutists. And 
in France heavy tanks of surprising 
number ‘and size. 

What new weapon will it be in 
Britain, these vaca ving ee ~~ 
speculative suggestion is 
might be “bacteriological war- 
fare.” 

Although scientific authorities in- 
sist that such a concept is an im- 
possible bogey, some British offi- 
cials seriously regard it as not be- 
yond the range of possibility. 

These officials quote Hermann 
Rauschning, one time intimate of 
Adolf Hitler as having said in his 
book “Hitler Speaks” that the Ger- 
man chancejlor once told him that 
“g nation deprived of its rights may 
use any weapon, even bacterial 
warfare. “I can quite imagine we 
might control Britain this way or 
America.” 

SOON BE EMPLOYED

Germans At Arras Quickly Overcome 


Reports said that the Germans were chiefly motor- 
cyclists, who in co-operation with parachutists, had gone 
through the French countryside with torch and bomb. 

The Germans had’entered Arras late Monday. They had 
failed properly to organize their positions, it was asserted, 
and they were quickly overcome. 


At Amiens the Germans were 65 miles from Paris, 
The whole Amiens area, it is said, was a wild melee among 
individual units.

LONDON, May 22.—Great Britain mustered its entire 
resources of men, industries and treasure under dictatorial 
powers today to meet the “grave peril in which the nation 
stands,” 


The government presented to parliament for immedi- 
ate passage a far-reaching bill giving it full dictatorial con- 
trol over all men and material resources of the country to 
meet the German threat. 


The measure was quickly passed by both houses of pars 
liament and sent to King George for his royal assent, a mere 
formality. Assent was given immediately. It is now law, 

The measure provides: 


1—Full government control over all industry and com- 
merce with absolute powers to dictate production, close down 
factories or even destroy property where and if necessary. 


2—A 100 per cent. tax on excess profits. 


3—Complete powers to draft labor, diverting it and em- 
ploying it as necessary for the national defence, 


4—Control over national banking facilities. 


5S—All persons and all property in the British Isles to be 
at the full service and direction of the government, 


Entire Power Behind War Effort 


This drastic action, Major Clement Attlee, member of 
Winston Churchill's inner war cabinet, told Commons is nec- 
essary to throw the entire power of Great Britain behind the 
war effort and to meet the “grave peril in which the nation 
stands today.” , 


All of Britain's manpower, and all of her vast industrial 
and financial resources must be placed at the disposition of 
the government without a moment's delay, he declared.

ARMY HAS 83,3 MEN 


On Sept, 6 last, before Canada 
entered the war, 22,878 troops of 
all ranks had been recruited, On 
Sept, 24, the number in the Can- 
adian Active Service Force had 
risen to 56,817, on Nov. 1 to 61,613. 
Then the Ist division went overseas 
and recruiting of reinforcements 
for it started. At the same time cer- 
tain additional units were formed 
and recruited. 

On Feb. 18 the strength of the 
CASF., exclusive of reinforce- 
ments had risen to 63,518, and on 
March 18 to 64,501. On May 20 it 
stood at 83,394, exclusive of rein- 
forcements.

The 110th army co-operation

Canadian corps in action and its 
wish would be satisfied, Mr. Rogers 
said,

The minister said a fighter 
squadron in the R. A. F. had been 
organised exclusively of Cana- 
dians, except for a few non-com- 
misaioned officers. 

Even tn England, Mr. Rogers said, 
he had been made conscious of the 
splendid service of the Royal Cana- 
dian navy. 

“This arm of the service has been 
more continuously engagged in 
arduous duties from the beginning 
than any other branch, a service 
absolutely essential to the Allied 
cause,” he said. 

NAVY INCREASING 

There was far more truth in 1914 
than today in the suggestion Can- 
ada was completely dependent on 
the Roya! Navy. At May 10, the 
Royal Canadian Navy had a total 
strength of 6,600 and that would be 
increased to 10,000 by the end of 
1940, The Canadian navy was rap- 
idly approaching the strength of 
an army division. as is the R.C.A.F. 

When the air training plan is 
developed, Canada will probably 
have a strength of three army 
divisions in the air and that weuld 
be attained before another year 
han passed.

stated he would be remiss in his 
duty if he attempted to minimize 
the position, 

“Fortunately,” he added, “the 
story does not end there.” 


RAF, 18 SUPERIOR 


The Germans had thrown mueh | 
of their mechanized force and their 


finest troops into the onalaught— 
“probably with good reason.” 

The men of the RAF. had proven 
superior to German fliers and Brit- 
ish machines at least equalled the 
German. 

The great difficulty regarding 
both air strength and mechanized 
forces was that the Allies were bat- 
tling against a “very great prepon- 
derance” on the side of the enemy. 


“There is no doubt we are ap- 
proaching a great climatic period 
in world history,” he said. 

“When the history of these days 


is written, we can’ remember with |. 


pride that from the comparative 
safety of this continent, with no 
thought of gain, Canadians went 
forth and will continue to go forth 
to fight the fight of freedom 
throughout the world.”

London Papers Hopeful 


Situation On 


West Front 


May Yet Be Restored 


LONDON, May 22—Lendon's 
morning newspapers made no at- 
tempt today to minimize the seri- 
ousness of the situation on the 
western front, but, as one, their 
editorials were hopeful that the 
situation could be restored. 

The Times summtd up the worst 
side ‘of the situation but concluded 
that although chances for restoring 
it appear bad they still exist. There 
had been an impression for several 
days that reports. from the battle- 
front did not reveal the full gravity 
of the situation, the editorial added. 
Many commentators had been over- 
hopeful in their view of the extent 
to which supply difficulties would 
check the German advance. 

The Express, Britain's most 
circulated dally, told its readers 
the “tenacity of our race will be 
our salvation.” 

“Ts Hitler going to win the war?” 
The Express asked, and ans- 
wered its question :“‘No! Here is the 
reason: for eight months wafning 
voices have told Englishmen not to 


be too sure of success against Hitler. 
But they always refused to believe 
they could lose. Now in the hour of 
sudden defeats, when we must ex- 
pect further blows and buffetings, 
they'll always refuse to believe 
they've lost.” 

All papers featured reports that 
the Germans are at Amiens and 
that they claimed to have taken 
Abbeville. 

The Times noted that Amiens is 
the most important railway junc- 
tion in northern France, and 
added that it can not be doubted 
that the “enemy has gained pos- 
session of vast stores of both food 
and fuel.” 

It found the most hopeful aspect 
of the situation in the fact that 
considerable numbers of French 
troops are holding out although the 

enemy dashed past them. 

The News Chronicle said the 
news was black and at such a time 
as this there is only one virtue for 
us all and that is courage; only one 
vice and that is to breathe the word 
defeat. 


Opening Of Bothnia Gulf 


Brings Anoth 
Problem For 


er Neutrality 
Sweden

STOCKHOLM, May 22.—The 
melting ice barrier far north in 
the Gulf of Bothnia, clearing the 
short route from the Swedish 
fron ere fields to Germany, posed 
a new problem today for neutral 
Sweden. 

Germany, whose war machine 
needs iron, has been awaiting the 
thaw. With the ice gone, ore can 
be shipped directly down the gulf 
between Sweden and Finland from 
the key port of Lulea, 70 miles 
south of the Arctic Circle. 

This route would supplant the 
route which the British cut off at 
Narvik, on the Norwegian coast. 
However, because of less udequate 
port facilities, ore cannot be loaded 
at Lulea as readily as at Narvik. 


There have been insistent ru- | 


mors of German demands for 4c- 
ceas to Lulea to improve loading 
facilities with German engineers 
and German equipment. 

Although the thaw would give 
Germany access to the port for ore 
shipments, taking the port over by 
Germans for improvement would be 


a violation of Sweden's neutrality, | 


it is held here. 

Authoritative sources have denied 
emphatically that such improve- 
ment even has been discussed. Also 
denied was a report that Germany 
had asked permission to transport 
troops to the Narvik area via Lulea. 

In 1936 Lulea shipped 2,700,000 
tons of ore. It has been estimated 
that shipments from Lulea and the 
nearby ports of Favle and Oxelo- 
sund could be boosted to a maxi- 
mum of 8,000,000 tons.

The Senate made rapid progress 
with a $1,820,841,000 army appro- 
priation bill, The chairman of the 
house and senate naval committees 
introduced legislation to authorize 
a force of 10,000 planes and 16,000 
pilots for the naval air corps. 

Other defence developments were: 

1--The house military committee 
voted unanimously to remove the 
limit of 6,000 planes which present 
law imposes upon the strength of 
the army air corps. 

2-—The house naval committee 
approved legislation designed to 
speed up the naval construction 
program. It first, however, struck 
out a provision for relaxing the 
Walsh-Healey act establishing 
minimum labor standards for gov- 
ernment contractors. The bill in- 
cluded provision for the navy to 
expel any civilian workers suspect- 
ed of subversive avtivity or intent, 
regardless of civil service status. 
(Similar provisions were written 
into army legislation also.) 

S—Senater Claude Pepper, 
Florida Democrat, introduced a 
resolution which would sathorise 

the President tq sell planes and 

aircraft equipment of the army to 
the Allies, in order to speed assist- 
ance to them in the present crisis. 

4—The navy ordered all its estab- 
lishments to expedite the defence 
program, by putting on additional 
shifts and employing 15,000 more 
civilian workers within three 
months.

Someone Made a Mistake 


Premier Reynaud, with fine courage 
and candor, placed the blame for the 
break in the Allied defences which per- 
mitted Goering’s mechanized flying col- 
umns to raid into northern France. Troops 
holding the line north of Sedan failed to 
blow up the bridges across the Meuse, and 
thus left open highways along which 
tanks, guns, lorries and supply trucks 
rolled out into the countryside far behind 
the Allied positions. 

A chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link, and this weak link happened to be 
located directly in line with the enemy 
thrust, where a break would be most use- 
ful to him and most disastrous to the 
Allies. Only hard and sustained fighting 
can close the gap left open by somebody's 
cowardice or stupidity. In war a failure 
by one in millions to do the right thing at 
the right time may mean death to many, 
even the destruction of an army. 

Had the bridges been blown up, the 
river would have stopped the rush, the 
tanks would be still on the east bank, the 
Allied line intact. Elsewhere the line has 
held against furious attacks, and the 
broken ends only bent backward to pre- 
vent being outflanked. There is nothing 
in the occurrence to cause uneasiness a8 to 
the Allied soldiers being a match for their 
opponents, nor as to the general plan of 
strategy being at fault. 


A Mechanical Melee 


The Battle of the Bulge has developed 
into the most curious situation in modern 
war. For a parallel one must go back to 
the days when mediaeval armies got 
broken into disarray, and parties of 
knights fought fierce local combats “all 
over the place,” neither side knowing how 
the general engagement was going until 
it had ended. 

Confusion is the only term military ob- 
servers have found t» descride the melee 
that is going on in the area roughly indi- 
cated as lying between the Aisne and the 
Somme. As one commentator put it, 
“Everybody is behind somebody's line,” 
Mechanized units have been chasing each 
other across the country, fighting pitched 
battles where they met perhaps as much 
by accident as design, somewhat as ad- 
vanced troops of cavalry used to do before 
the footmen caught up and established a 
regular line of battle. 

The momentum of the motorized in- 
vaders has carried them far into the fight- 
ing ground of the last war. Arras and 
Amiens have a familiar sound to Cana- 
dian ears. It isin that vicinity Canada 
commemorated its fallen heroes by build- 
ing a splendid monument on Vimy Ridge. 
It is not impossible the raiders will reach 
Calais. 

Whether the ground thus covered can 
be held and consolidated is another mat- 
ter. That will depend on whether infan- 
try and artillery in sufficient numbers 
can be poured through the gap in the Al- 
lied line—and the gap kept open. If this 
cannot be done, the Battle of the Bulge 
can be only a spectacle ending in a heavy 
loss of men and materials for the enemy. 


On the Right Line 


Parliament spent little time debating 
the address in reply to the Speech from 
the Throne, and adopted it without dissent 
from any quarter. 

Prime Minister King told the Commons 
the war will cost Canada $2,000,000 per 
day this year, and civil government an- 
other $1,000,000 per day, a total of $1,- 
100,000,000 for the year. That perhaps 
helped the members to suppress the ora- 
torical impulse. 

Mr. King also said the 2nd division 
will be sent oversea sooner than intend- 
ed, that reinforcements will be actively 
recruited for both divisions, that a third 
division will be raised, that Canadian 
naval and military units will undertake 
new duties in the Caribbean and the North 
Atlantic at the request of the British Gov-

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These are all logical developments of 
the program outlined to the former House 
at the special session last September, with 
the possible exception of plans to carry 
on the training of Canadian airmen otner 
than those passing through the schools of 
the Commonwealth Air Training scheme. 

The statement shows that while events 
overseas have prompted the speeding up 
of the war effort, it has not been found 
necessary to change the general character 
and scope of the program in any material 
respect. This means that in the judg- 
ment of the Allied authorities Canada is 
proceeding along the right lines to make 
the contribution which will be required to 


ensure victory.

Every country over- 
run by Nazi forces narrows the market in 
which the exporting countries may hope to 
sell wheat. The exporters will have to 
find some way to maintain prices in dis-

Ex-President Hoover and ex-candidate 
Landon are supporting President Roose- 
velt’s emergency defence program. Patri- 
otic citizens have offered to provide 
camps for training military aviators. 
Committees of both houses of Congress 
are working on the plans. Aircraft manu- 
facturers were summoned to Washington 
to talk about increasing the capacity of 
their plants. Isolationists in the United 
States must be wondering what has hap- 
pened to their pleasant dream—if there 
are any isolationists left. 


The Anglo-French purchasing board at 
Washington says the Allies have spent 
$1,000,000,000 for supplies in the United 
States and will spend $600,000,000 more 
for airplanes of the latest types. German 
airmen who are sent to shower bombs on 
open towns in other countries must some- 
times wonder what the response will be 
when the bomb-dropping starts in earnest 
on the German side of the line. Herr 
Hitler, having neither mother, father, wife 
nor child to worry about, doesn’t care. 
Germans who have near relatives and 
value them can hardly be indifferent to 
the matter.

AN EMPRESS ships with reinforcements for 
OF THE SEA Narvik, with a “bone in her 

teeth” as she sped up the Narvik 
fjord. The Empress of Australia is a real war 
baby. She was built in German yards. Rumor 
had it that Kaiser Wilhelm IT was to use her as 
a deepsea yacht, in inspecting his new colonies 
after the World War—hence her luxurious fit- 
tings. The British, as usual, winning the last 
battle, she was handed over to England with 
other German ships as part compensation for 
British ships torpedoed by German submarines. 

For her gallant work as a rescue ship dur- 
ing the Yokahama earthquake of September, 
1923, her then captain, “Sammy” Robinson, 
R.N.R., was given a presentation by the Japan- 
ese government. 

One of her last commissions before entering 
war service was to act as Royal yacht for the 
visit of their Majesties to Canada and United 
States, a year ago this month. Long may she 
ride the seas, a creature of beauty and a delight 
to those who travel on her. 

Lying alongside the white Empress last time 
I saw her were two coal hulks that in their day 
were among the fleetest and most beautiful of 
sailing craft—the Melanope and the Melpomene. 
What tales of pride and conquest these old craft 
could tell! Old sailors still love to gaze on them, 
shorn of their tall masts and 
spars and grimed with coaldust 
as they are. Both of them were 
launched from British yards in 
1876—the Melpomene from Osborne's of Sunder- 
land and the Melanope from Potter’s of Liver- 
pool. Readers of John Masefield’s “The Wan- 
derer. of Liverpool,” a tribute to the vessel on 
which Britain's poet-laureate served as a youth, 
will recall that the Wanderer was another of 
Potter's building. Many a launch I saw there 
as a boy—sometimes proudly holding on to deck 
stanchions as the ship slid down the greased 
ways, to cheers, the hooting of whistles and the 
waving of bunting. 

One tale the Melanope could tell is of a time 
when her crew, like Fletcher Christian and his 
mutineers of the Bounty, seized the ship in a 
South Sea roadstead, took native wives and went 
on a joy-ride till the provisions ran out. She is 
one ship that came back with more souls aboard 
than she set out with.

On This Date —

One hundred and twenty-five years ago to- 
day (May 22, 1815), Fort Niagara was handed 
back to the United States by Great Britain. So 
ended the record of transfers of this historic post 
commanding the mouth of the Niagara river, 
Built by LaSalle in 1678 as a blockhouse sure 
rounded by palisades, Fort Niagara in time be- 
came the key in the chain of French fortresses 
from the lakes to Quebec. The original “fort” 
was burned in 1680, It was not until 1726 that 
deLery rebuilt the fort of stone, large enough to 
hold a garrison of 500 men. The most of the 
stone was taken up from Fort Frontenac (King- 
ston) in barges specially built, and later used in 
construction of the fortress,

Foul Teeties 


Nothing seems to be too low for the slyly 
ingenious Nazi mind to think up. Nothing seems 
to be too vile. The record of their damnable 
strategies would have brought a blush to the 
cheeks of Machiavelli. . 

In a despatch from London the other day, 
Gerard Jouve described the horror of Nazi 
penetration to a Dutch city. He recounted the 
combined activities of the parachute-soldiers, 
the troops landed by plane, and the “fifth 
column” vermin, .A paragraph from that des- 
patch revealed a particularly foul situation. 
Jouve noted: 

Snipers concealed in-buildings and on roof- 
tops—many of the “good” Germans who had 
sought refuge in the hospitable Netherlands 
as enemies of the Nazi regime—methodically 
picked off the Dutch in the streets below. 

Tactics like that are worse than anything 
done by the wild savages during the Indian wars 
on this continent a century or so ago. They dis- 
close a mentality of the most. despicable kind: 
but a kind that the Nazis prize above all. 
Ferocity, brutality, inhumanity .. . such are the 
indices of Hitler and his minions. 

It is to be hoped, if among the Nazi refugees 
which England gave harborage to there are 
many slimy “fifth columnists,” that Sir John 
Anderson's measures to emasculate their plan- 
ned assault upon Britain’s national integrity are 
sufficiently - stringent. When Democracy is 
fighting for its very life, it has every reason to 
be grimly efficient in handling back-stabbers. 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


Sensing the Danger 


The speed with which the attitude of the 
United States is changing towards the war was 
made plain by the President's message to Con- 
gress on Thursday asking for a huge appropria- 
tion for armaments immediately. Mr. Roosevelt 
did not mince words. His was a forthright 
declaration that the danger to the United States 
was becoming extremely acute and that Con- 
gress should place no obstacles in the way of 
furnishing the Allied-nations- with all the war 
equipment they want. Indeed Mr. Roosevelt 
very nearly asserted the time was close at hand 
when his country would have to participate on 
the side of the Allies. 

It had been anticipated that his request for 
an armament appropriation would be for some- 
thing like $500,000,000 with fears expressed that 
it would be smaller. Instead he asked for appro- 
priations and authorizations for the expenditure 
of nearly $1,200,000,000 in addition to the 
ordinary defence appropriations. That will 
bring the total up to several thousand million 
dollars, 

But the President placed emphasis on the 
need for quick action. It was equipment ready 
to use, not paper equipment that was wanted. 

And he placed especial emphasis on the air 
force. He demanded that United States produc- 
tion of airplanes be speeded up to something 
like 50,000 a year without delay. 

The President's foreign policy has been based 
on two things. One is that a German victory 
would be a disaster to the United States. The 
other is that Britain and France can hold the 
front long enough for the United States to 
organize for war.—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz. 


The U.S. Faces Facts 


By calling for 50,000 war planes and a huge 
armament expenditure immediately, President 
Roosevelt has dramatized for the ordinary 
American some facts well known to the military 
and naval experts. They are certainly disquiet- 
ing—and not only to the United States but to 
Canada as well, since our ultimate safety is so 
intimately bound up with that of our neighbor. 

Today Germany is supposed to have at least 
12,000 first-line fighting planes. The United 
States has only 4,000. Germany has about 30,000 
pilots, the United States 7,942. Germany has 
probably something over 2,000 anti-aircraft 
guns. The United States has only 300, or not 
enough to protect a large city. 

On the ground the United States is still worse 
off. According to the reliable United States 
News, of Washington, the country could put 
into the field today only 68,000 trained and 
equipped men, less than the present Canadian 
army. 

Louis Johnson, assistant Secretary of War, 
reminded the country on May 12 last that it 
took the United States a year after war was de- 
clared in 1917 to put a division in the front line 
in France. He added: “When our now famous 
First Division struck at Cantigny on May 28, 
1918, American soldiers went over the top wear- 
ing British helmets and carrying British gas 
masks, Our artillerymen in support came roll- 
ing along in caissons drawn by horses belonging 
to the French government. They computed 
their ranges and their deflections with French 
aiming circules and French ‘scissors’ instru- 
ments. They fired French 75s, using French 
ammunition. Dare we hope that future enemies 
wil] again concede us time?” 

Such speeches as this, and Mr. Roosevelt's 
startling message to Congress, show that, while 
the public has been slow to realize the situation, 
the government's experts have long understood 
it. At last, apparently, the experts are being 
heard by the government. 

For the first time in their history, the Ameri- 
cans have begun to realize in the last fortnight 
that they are no longer safe. They have realized 
for the first time the nature of the menace in 
Europe. They are willing at last to listen to men 
like Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of the war 
industries board under President Wilson, who 
long ago warned his country of “gaunt nations, 
with well-disciplined, modernized armies, navies 
and air forces and with depleted economies 
which will demand expansion.” 

The whole attitude of America towards the 
war clearly is changing over night, The people 
of the United States are not yet ready to go into 
the war but suddenly they have learned that no 
part of the world is immune from the threat 
that stalks across Europe today. 

The two oceans are not enough. Economic 
isolation is not enough. The present defences, 
pitifully small, certainly are not enough. So 
America is about to arm itself to defend the 
whole western hemisphere. 

Having admitted the danger, perhaps some 
day the United States will perceive the obvious 
fact that the best and safest place to meet it is 
on the continent of Europe before it grows 
strong enough to strike across the sea.—Van- 
couver Sun.

Everyone has adenoid tissue, It is 
only when this tissue becomes eii- 
larged, or offers definite evidence of 
being harmful to health, that a» ab- | 
normal condition has develope: 

Enlarged adenoids are ciefly a 
disease of childhood, and are often 
accompanied by enlargement «f the 
tonsils and lymph nodes at the sides 
of the neck.

As it befomes possible to 
breathe once more through the nuse, 
the patient stops the mouth-breathe 
ing. In some cases, the mouth- 
breathing may continue simply out 
of habit and the patient may require 
a little training in order to break up 
the habit,

down | PUBLIC Is ANXIOUS 


The drastic changes in the gov- 
ernmeénts of Britain and France 
seem to have given direction to 
these feelings and the real crisis at 
Ottawa will begin the moment pub- 
lic emotion becomes directly focused 
on the government. Two or three 
facts seem to be etched deeply in 
the public minds. There have been 
shutdowns in recruiting. War plans, 
such as the air training plan, only 
promise to reach full efficiency in 
1941 Or 1942. They are of no use 
now. 

Telegrams, resolutions and letters 
ar? pouring into the parliament 
buildings all carrying the same 
message. They come from indivi- 
duals, Rotary Clubs, Liberal Asso- 
ciations, from all manner of organ- 


izations. They want action now 
and they want new blood in the 
cabinet. 


Realizing this situation, the gov- 
ernment has made a supreme effort 
to. rally the country, to hold the 
people steady. Four major speeches 
have been made. Premier King, Mr. 
Ralston, Mr. Rogers and Senator 
Dandurand have done their utmost. 
But in the excitement of these days 
the government's case appears not 
| to have received’ the hearing it de- 
served. 


VITAL POINTS 

Vital points in this case are: 

Cabinet re-organization; full de- 
tail of the war program as it now 
stands; additions to it; complete fig- 
ures on war cost; the slashing away 
of red tape to enable the govern- 
; ment to act with greater speed. 

Sprinkled through these speeches, 
often indirectly but none the less 
plainly, are declarations of the 
highest significance. 

It is plain, now, that the King 
government has not only done 
everything that the British govern- 
ment has asked Canada to do. The 
King government has done more. 

It is evident that the King gov- 
ernment had to persuade the British 
government to accept the first Can- 
adian division. The British had 
more men than they could equip 
and our division only added to the 
masses of unequipped men. Indeed, 
it is not clear if the first division 
has yet received its full equipment 
of tanks, anti-tanks guns and so on. 

It is equally plain that the Cana- 
dian government desired to launch 
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equipment in Canada but were un- 
able to persuade the Chamberlain 
government to co-operate. © Listen 
to Mr, Rogers: “From time to time 
we have made certain proposals to 
the government of the United 
Kingdom in the hope that some of 
our industrial capacity in Canada 
might be put to the indefinite pros 
duction of certain types of neces. 
sary equipment. Up to the time I 
left we had not succeeded entirely 
in obtaining that objective.” , 


A BRITISH PLAN 

With respect to the air training 
plan the speeches Indicated that 
this is a British plan and the British 
government, notwithstanding events 
up to a few days ago, do not want 
it speeded up or changed in any im- 
portant particular. This fact should 
be related to the recent speeches 
of Lord Beaverbrook and other Bri- 
tish ministers in which they painted 
out that Britain's urgent need is not 
fliers, but airplanes. It ma) be pre- 
sumed, therefore that Britain has a 
surplus of airmen and does not see 
any sense in adding to that surplus, 
No doubt the air training plan was 
worked out on the basis of British 
expansion in airplanes, both by 
home production and by purchase 
in the United States. 

No doubt these facts will be stat- 
ed more clearly as parliament pro- 
ceeds. But apperently the govern- 
ment is willing to undergo much 
censure and criticism before making 
statements which might be regard- 
ed as a reflection on the Chamber- 
lain government. 

Here is the gist of government 
statements regarding the war: 

A new portfolio of air is to be 
created with Hon. C. G. Power as 
minister. A full time minister of 
munitions and supply will be made 
—almost certainly Hon. C. D. Howe. 


AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 

The existing war program is 
ahead of schedule with upwards of 
100,000 men under arms. 

A third division is now to be 
added, a corps of troops overseas 
will be organized. 

Our destroyer strength is to be 
increased, from seven to nine, 

The cost of the war has risen by 
more than $200,000,000 to $700,000,- 
000, in the current fiscal year. This 
brings total expenditures to $1,150,- 
000,000 and this estimate is subject 
to revision upwards. 

Construction contracts in future 
will be awarded without tender, a 
process which meant delays of about 
six weeks. 

But when all is said, the hard fact 
is that a tempest of anxiety and 
frustration is gathering in the coun. 
try. It is reflected in increasing ten-

FARM WORK IS 
NOW SLASHING 
JOBLESS TOTAL 


Unemployed registered in Al- 
berta on Saturday last totalled 6,- 
689, according to figures released 
Wednesday by the Alberta Employ- 
ment Service. This is a decrease 
of 271 over figures for the previ- 
ous week when the total number | 
registnered war 6,960. 

Officials stated that spring work 
on farms was drawing a large 
number of men and the decrease 
in those registered was mostly 
due to men going out on farms. 
Wages for farm work are im- 
Proved over last year, with 
monthly payment running up to 
as high as $35. 

This city continued as the main 
unemployment centre with 2,986 
men and 150 women registered. Cal- 
gary had 2,288 men and 219 wom- 
en; Lethbridge, 403 men and 12 
women: Medicine Hat, 303 men and 
nine women; and Drumheller, 318 
men and one woman, 

During the week positions were
